Tornadoes which tore 
through dozens of towns in 
the Mississippi and Louisiana 
deltas killed 82 persons, left 
hundreds homeless and virtu¬ 
ally destroyed the Mississippi 
community of Inverness, of¬ 
ficials reported Monday. 

The twisters — weather 
experts said there were be¬ 
tween 50 and 100 of them in 
the deadliest onslaught in the 
U.S. south in 30 years — 
moved through the area late 
Sunday night, and late Mon¬ 
day volunteers were still 
uncovering victims beneath 
Hie widespread rubble. 

Hardest hit was the Sun¬ 
flower County town of Inver¬ 
ness, population 1,100, where 
75 per cent of the residential 
area was destroyed and 13 
persons died.

Barrett read a newspaper

"Die singular failure of this 
premier,” Barrett said, “is 
that he had failed to keep 
around him a group of men of 
his own measure. He makes 
the suggestion that not ode of 
them is good enough to take 
over (when Bennett steps 
down) and that he may have 
to bring in one of his boys." 

Both Barrett and Liberal 
leader Patrick McGeer com¬ 
plained that the government 


had failed to answer questions 
placed on the order paper 
dealing with Columbia River 
finance and investments in 
B.C. Hydro. 

McGeer wanted to know 
why Hydro was more favored 
than the municipalities when 
it came to investment of the 
government’s "captive pen¬ 
sion funds" and he asked why 
the government had invested 
an additional $97 million in 
short-term parity bonds In 
Hydro in the past year. 

The Liberal leader also 
attacked the government for 
spending thousands of dollars 
on advertising B.C.’s attrac¬ 
tions, complaining at tha 
same time about people com¬ 
ing here from all over Canada 
to worsen the unemployment 
crisis. 

McGeer said he agreed with 
Hydro chairman Gordon 
Shrum that the province 
should at least consider build¬ 
ing a nuclear power genera¬ 
tion station before deciding 
that more money should be 
■pent to develop alternate 
power sources. 

Bennett, when he finally 
stood to answer some of the

Steam Eases Croup 


By G. C. THOSTESON, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Thoeteson: For 
two years my son has had 
one attack of croup after an¬ 
other. He has been hospi¬ 
talised twice. 

My doctor says watch him 
whenever he starts coming 
down with a cold to stop it 
from turning into croup, but 
the worst two times he had 
croup, he hadn’t had a cold 
so far as I can tell. He goes 
to bed feeling fine, then 
wakes up in the middle of tha 
night, choking and with a 
fever of 102 to 106. 

I’ve asked the doctor if 
there is anything we can do to 
prevent these attacks, but he 
saya no, he’ll soon grow out of 
It — Mrs. D. E. E. 

Your description of midden 
croup is not unusual. Rather, 
It is the classical case; no 


sign of a cold, or perhaps a 
wild one at night, and then — 
bingo! Wheezing and gasping 
for breath. 

Croup, ancient affliction 
that it is, remains a scary 
condition and is not to be re¬ 
garded lightly. It oan, by 
shutting off breathing, b e 
dangerous enough to require 
hospital care and sometimes 
a tracheotomy (opening of the 
windpipe to admit air.) 

Small children are most 
susceptible to croup, the sim¬ 
ple reason being that their 
airways are very small. Along 
comes some respiratory In¬ 
fection usually a virus. 
Swelling and spasm of the 
larynx constrict the natur¬ 
ally small airway to a very 
tiny passage. The child strug¬ 
gles for breath. That 1 * croup! 


As the child grows, and the 
laryngeal structures get 
larger, there is a tendency to 
outgrow croup. But while a 
child is still at the croup age, 
your doctor is quit* right in 
warning you to start treat¬ 
ment early — as early as 
you can see a cold or res¬ 
piratory infection coming on. 
But as you know, sometimes 
there's no warning. 

There’s no way of prevent¬ 
ing such infections, but as 
soon as the croup is evident, 
start in. 

Prompt use of steam is 
basic. If you have a steam 
generator, fine. Rig a tent 
over the bed. But you can 
give effective relief by taking 
the child into the bathroom, 
door dosed, and running hot 
water into the washbowl or 
tub to get the room cloudy 
with steam.

Mr. Mackasey’s Nonsense 


TV7HEN FEDERAL Labor Minister Bryce Mack- 
W asey asserted in an address at the University 
of Calgary that the countries with the least labor 
disruptions were those with the most liberal labor 
legislation. The Calgary Herald promptly com¬ 
mented, "This is utter nonsense, as anyone who 
looks about the world can see for himself." 


The Herald noted two extremes: "There la 
Russia, where there is a total absence of liberal 
labor laghlation and a total absence of strikes. One 
could work all the way up through the spectrum of 
totalitarian government and near-totalitarian gov¬ 
ernment in various countries to se< the same 
principle at work. Going to the other extreme, 
there is Great Britain, where labor legislation, to 
the extent that it exists, Is very liberal, Indeed. It Is 
so liberal, in fact, that Britain is being brought 
almost to its knees by a constant succession of 
strikes, many of them of a wildcat nature, 
stemming from the slightest of pretexts.. 


Three weeks later, another good example 
presents itself—In Sweden, where labor relations 
are often pictured as ideal, and where even 
military officers have their own union and full 


strike rights. On Monday, 47,000 government 
employees were on strike, their unions demanding 
wage Increases of around 20 per cent to offset the 
effects of inflation on living standards. 

The Swedish walkouts have shut down the 
state railways, closed schools and universities for 
700,000 students and also a number of government 
agencies, disrupted the social welfare system 
and—for lack of pilots—forced port authorities to 
turn away large ships including oil tankers. 

What’s that again, Mr. Mackasey? 

Well might The Calgary Herald say, as it did, 
that it had “become dear to more and more people 
other than Mr. Mackasey lately that strikes In 
essential public services are totally unacceptable, 
and strikes In private areas, of the scope and 
nature such as to produce wide-ranging hardship, 
almost as much so." 

Or the other Calgary daily, The Albertan, that 
the labor minister was “saying, In effect, that labor 
and management have the right to hold not just 
each other but the entire community to ransom— 
or at least, that there is no workable method of 
preventing them from doing so. If he were right, 
the outlook would be terrifying.. 


Overhaul the Warning System 


I T’S ENOUGH TO MAKE anyone wonder. 

Through an error by .a teletype operation at the 
North American Air Defence Command’s warning 
centre at Colorado Springs a mild international 
panic was touched off. "It was just a matter Of 
grabbing the wrong tape,” is the explanation given 
by NORAD, the joint United States-Canada 
defence organization. 

This hardly seems good enough. How, in what 
the people have been given to understand is a 
highly efficient superior continental protection 
agency, can such a thing occur? 

Apparently the operator had been instructed 
to transmit a test message over the broadcast 
circuits of United Press International and Asso¬ 
ciated Press. But instead of the test, he sent an 
official message that is the first step In warning 
North American civilians of a state of emergency. 
On redeving the message, television and radio sta¬ 
tion operators are supposed to check a list of code 
words supplied them every three months, one for 
each day of the period, which verify authenticity 
of the message. In this case the word was “hate- 
fullness’’ and that was the word for the day in 
question. 

Under the system there are several messages 
In tape form ready to be transmitted at a 
moment’s notice. One Is the test tape, another 
declares a state of.emergency and a third says an 
attack is under way. They hang on hooks near the 
transmitter. The hooks are labelled and the tapes 
contain visible translation of the messages. 


And the teletype operator picked off the 
wrong tape! 

It is little comfort that this obvious invitation 

to human error was changed immediately to a 
sealed envelope system, “mis should lessen the 
chance of the wrong message being sent, but 
perhaps there should be several phases Involving 
double or triple checking by personnel. 

And the people employed at the warning 
centre should undergo the finest of screenings as to 
their ability to cope at panic stations. 

Perhaps the whole warning system is wrong. 
There is cause to wonder when many of the 1,200 
stations that received the “authentic” state of 
emergency warning, chose to ignore it because 
they were suspicious of its validity. Others 
apparently didn’t notice it on their teletype 
machines. It is not known in which situation the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation found itself. It 
did not go off the air as others did and are 
supposed to in the event of a state of emergency 
being declared. 

This should be Investigated, but most 
Important is a detailed examination of the entire 
system. Perhaps it Is time the government of 
Canada pushed Itself from out of the background 
of NORAD and called for an overhaul of the joint 
organization. 

That "grabbing the wrong tape” has damaged 
NORAD’S Image badly. If it is to recover in the 
eyes of the continent some major fool-proof moves 
must be made.

Another Fit of Euphoria Could Spoil Jarring’s Work in Near East 

U.S. ‘Push ’May Wreck Peace Bid

A couple of years ago a senior American official was sold 
on the idea of a Romanian peace initiative In Vietnam. He 
told the Romanian foreign minister : “If this succeeds, you'll 
get the Nobel prize and the Stalin prize, too." Another, more 
sagacious Romanian diplomat thereupon interjected: “And if 
it fails, you can write a book and get the Pulitzer prize." 

That story bears importantly on the initiative for peace 
now going forward in the Near East. Over the past few 
months there has been an undoubtedly favorable evolution. 
But that evolution is in danger of being spoiled again by an 
American fit of euphoria — a disposition in Washington to 
shoot too far and too high and too rapidly. 

The most impressive evolution has taken place in Egypt 
since the death of President Gamal Nasser. The new regime 
headed by President Anwar Sadat has tended to concentrate 
on Egyptian domestic affairs. It has extended the cease-fire 
and recently shown a willingness to open the Suez Canal in 
return for a partial Israeli withdrawal from lands occupied in 
the six-day war. Opening the canal, in effect, means an 
Indefinite cease-fire. 

An equivalent kind of evolution has taken place Inside 
Israel. Prime Minister Golda Mejr has rid her cabinet of the 
extreme hawks grouped in the Gahal party. She has indicated 
a willingness to talk about opening the canal. Though she has 
distinct reservations about even a partial withdrawal, some 
of the younger men In her cabinet — notably defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan and Foreign Minister Abba Eban — do 
not. 

Lastly, there seems to have been a notable change in the 
Soviet Union. The Russians have not been sabotaging peace 
thrusts by the chief United Nations mediator, Gunner 
Jarring, nor in the Big Four talks at the United Nations. 

Recent visitors to Moscow come away from the talks 
with Prime Minister Aleksei Kosygin saying the Russians do 
not want another confrontation in the Near East and would 
' like to work out a genuine solution. 

This favorable constellation of circumstances lends itself 
to a careful managing of bits and pieces in a long, slow effort 
to achieve an easing of tension. Negotiations for reopening the 
canal might well be used to build a sense of confidence in 
Israel and in Egypt. 

From there it might be possible to arrange a deal 
whereby the Israelis withdrew from occupied lands in 
exchange for some added legitimacy in Arab eyes. And in 
time the great powers, including the Soviet Union, might be 
brought to underwrite a new set of security arrangements for 
the Near East. 

But the American officials chiefly Involved have much 
more ambitious plana. They want to seize the moment for a 
hurryup settlement of the issues between Israel and Egypt. 

To that end Jarring was gingered up to present to both 
Cairo and Jerusalem a detailed plan that calls on Israeli 
withdrawal in return for Arab agreement to peace. 

As Joseph Sisco, the assistant U.S. secretary of state for 
the Near East, put in It In a CBS television Interivew. 
“Amhaassador Jarring is now getting at the very crucial 
questions that have long divided the Arabs and the Israelis.” 

Not only do American officials want to move rapidly, but 
they have the notion they can put across an American-made 
peace in the Near East. They think the U.S. can deliver an 


arrangement which will finally cause toe Arab states to say, 
“Goodbye, Ivan,” to the Soviet Union. 

Thus Sisco in his interview referred over and over again 
to the “American peace initiative.” Some state department 
officials keep saying that the Russians have missed the boat 
in the Near East, that they are passive or even through. 

Maybe these ambitious plana will work. Cairo has 
supposedly responded to toe Jarring Initiative in a posttiva 
way. Now the heart is on the Israelis to come along. 

But my feeling is that toe problems of the Near East are 
too deeply rooted to be bulldozed away by an instant solution. 
I doubt that political evolution has yet proceeded far enough 
in any at the affected states to yield a quick outcome. 

On the contrary, the probability is that the Israelis — not 
just Mrs. Meir but the whole Labor party and a good section 


of the country — will dig thetr heels In against pressure for 
hasty withdrawal. At that point the Egyptians will turn to the 
United State* and ask k to make the Israelis stand and 
deliver. 

The Russians would then inevitably join the chorus for 
more American pressure on Israel — the more so as they can 
hardly be pleased with the well-advertised American effort to 
do a deal without them. If the settlement then did ensure, it 
would be obtained not minus the Russians, but thanks to the 
Soviet pressure. 

That Is only one of the possible ways the present effort 
could misfire. The point is that the time is not yet — that the 
Russians are very much alive in the Near East that the 
Egyptians are not yet sure to make peace with Israri, that 
toe Israeli* are net yet ready to withdraw. To believe 
otherwise is an illusion.

Critics charge it is toe moat

If insecticides ere banned, 
the price of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts will rise. If waste 
material is not placed in 
rivers, costs will be Involved 
in putting it somewhere else. 
These costs have to be 
recovered. The elimination of 
pollution is expensive. It is. 
however, an expense that 
many people now feel is 
worth paying. 

A question for management 
and for government, there¬ 
fore, Is this: Who should pay 
the cost of eliminating pollu¬ 
tion? 

If it le to be borne by 
business, prices will rise and 
the user of the final product 
will pay all the oost. 

If the cost is borne by 
government, all society will 
pay through higher taxes. 

Obviously, a combination of 
these two situations could be 
worked out 

Perhaps an even more 
Important problem than allo¬ 
cating costs if finding s wsy 
to minimize the bill for 
clearing up pollution. 

Management operating with 
the Incentive of maximizing 
profits in most cases leads to 
the most efficient use of 
resources. Consequently, the 


pollution problem can most 
efficiently be solved If it 
becomes attractive to in¬ 
dustry to solve It 

If incentives for manage¬ 
ment to eliminate pollution 
can be developed, the prob¬ 
ability is it will be eliminated 
most rapidly with Isast cost. 

The problem therefore be¬ 
comes one of finding ways of 
making it profitable for com¬ 
panies to end the pollution 
they cause. 

This might best be achieved 
if the government allows all 
expenditures for elimination 
of pollution to be tax- 
deductible and useable as tax 
credits against the normal 
taxable profits of the firm 

The government could then 
legitimately demand that ac¬ 
tivities causing pollution be 
eliminated as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible. The coat of the clean-up 
would be reflected In e 
reduction of tax revenues. 

This scheme would encour¬ 
age management to do the 
thing It does best — maxi¬ 
mize profits — because the 
more any particular manage¬ 
ment does to clear up pollu¬ 
tion, the greater its profit 
potential. 

In reality, the scheme does 
not result In a real loss to the 
government because pre¬ 
sumably It would not have to 
spend funds for pollution 
elimination.

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Architect Urges Updated Pollution Control 

Oil Protests 6 Hysterical , Futile 


McHaffie

A prominent Victoria naval 
architect Monday dubbed ef¬ 
forts to eliminate oil tanker 
traffic on the Pacific Coast as 
"hysterical and futile" and, at 
the same time, called on the 
federal transport department 
to update its facilities for oil 
pollution control and preven¬ 
tion. 

Robert McHaffie of the 
firm of Robert C. McHaffie 
Ltd said in an interview that 
oil tankers operating along 
the ooast are not only inevi¬ 
table but highly desirable. 

He called for the construc¬ 
tion of Coast Guard ships to 
escort giant oil tankers and 


proposed that Canada wel¬ 
come the U.S. oil companies’ 
venture of water shipment of 
Alaska oil as a shot in the 
arm for B.C. shipyards. 

McHaffie said he believes 
that the great concern for the 
environmental safety of our 
coastal waters by local resi¬ 
dents and federal officials is a 
"commendable desire” to 
preserve for all time the 
great natural beauty of our 
coast. 

But to try to obtain this end 
by eliminating commerce is 
wrong, he added. 

It would be possible to 
safeguard our beaches and 
allow tankers oommeroe at 


the same time, McHaffie 
said, by introducing manda¬ 
tory escort services for tank¬ 
ers using our national and 
adjacent waters. 

The federal government 
should provide specialized es¬ 
cort vessels, he urged, which 
would serve the double pur¬ 
pose of guiding mammoth 
tankers safely to and from 
the proposed refineries 
through waters extending 
reasonable distances from 
Canadian shores. 

He saw this escort job as a 
role for the Canadian Coast 
Guard in the course of 
performing other duties. 

Several vessels — equipped 


with the latest communication 
and navigational aids, with 
booms, boomboats, oil- 
skimming equipment and 
large tanks full of emulsifying 
chemicals — are all that 
would be required, he said, to 
take immediate action should 
there be an oil spill, "as there 
most certainly will be.” 

Present transport depart¬ 
ment facilities for oil pollution 
control or prevention are 
"laughably inadequate,” the 
naval architect said. 

And now is the time, he 
continued, to obtain assis¬ 
tance from oil companies 
concerned in building and 


placing these vessels in oper¬ 
ation. 

"If the oil companies were 
not interested in supporting 
such services, then surely 
their underwriters would be,” 
he said. 

The construction and servic¬ 
ing of such escort vessels, 
McHaffie said, would be a 
shot in the arm to B.C 
shipyards. 

He also disputed a recent 
letter to Oak Bay council 
from J. C. Rutledge, general 
director of the aerospaoe, 
marine and rail branch of the 
federal Industry, trade and 
commerce department, who 
said that U.S. ships could be 


serviced only in U.S. ship¬ 
yards. 

“Certainly the oil would of 
necessity be carried In U.S. 
vessels, but these ships can 
be serviced and repaired 
anywhere in the world, and 
B.C. yards would be in a 
foremost position to bid for 
this work,” he said. 

His statement was backed 
up by a spokesman of Yar¬ 
rows Ltd. shipyard, who 
called Rutledge’s letter "a 
politician’s reply. 

"U.S. ships are repaired 
and serviced in Canadian 
yards,” the spokesman told 
the Colonist. “It’s as simple 
as that. They have to pay 


duty on repair work when 
they sail back to the States, 
but some still feel there is an 
advantage in having work 
done in Canadian yards.” 

"And this is in addition to 
emergency maintenance and 
repairs," McHaffie said. 

"So let us welcome our 
neighbors’ great commercial 
venture, insisting only on the 
right to escort him past our 
doorstep and, if necessary, 
render immediate and effec¬ 
tive help when spillages oe- 
cur.” 

McHaffie has been for 
years a proponent of the use 
large sea-going barges.

Restored 
Bus Pass 
Welcomed. 


The director of the Greater 
Victoria Silver Threads Ser¬ 
vice said Monday that re¬ 
storation of Sunday and holi¬ 
day transit passes — an¬ 
nounced Monday — is a good 
move but senior citizens will 
have anxious moments until 
a decision is made on a 
general bus fare increase. 

The director, Mrs. 
Catherine Horne, said Monday 
she hoped the pass restoration 
was not just a temporary 
measure. 

Service Cut 

The use of the all-day 50- 
cent bus pass on Sundays and 
holidays was discontinued 
Feb. 13 when B.C. Hydro and 
Power Authority Chairman 
Gordon Shrum announced a 
out-back on route service to 
take place in Victoria March 
12 . 

Since then there have been 
several protests about the bus- 
pass elimination, some of 
them made in the provincial 
Legislature. 

On Monday Shrum an¬ 
nounced that passes will be 
restored effective Feb. 28 in 
Vancouver and Victoria. 

Decision Held 

He told reporters after a 
Hydro director's meeting in 
Vancouver that although the 
passes apply to all persons, 
the directors' decision was 
Influenced particularly by re¬ 
presentations from old-age 
pensioners and low-income 
grewps. 

He said the directors also 
decided there will be no 
increase In transit fares pend¬ 
ing a study of the effects of 
recent service reductions in 
computing Hydro’s transit 
operating defioit.

If an area could be found 
where no lasting damage 
would be inflicted on the 
tundra, he said, installation of 
oil and gas pipelines and 
construction of roads should 
be restricted tfftKat corridor. 

Bohlen said the Sierra Club 
also urges B.C. residents to 
voice their protest against the 
proposed use of tankers to 
transport oil along the west 
coast and into Puget Sound, 
by tearing up their gasoline 
credit cards. 

"We are encouraging people 
to destroy their credit cards, 
and send them to the oil 
companies in some suitable 
container — like a can of 
dirty oil," he said. 

Meanwhile, members o f 
Saanich and the Island New 
Democratic Party have pro¬ 
tested ”i n the strongest 
terms” the shipping of oil 
from Alaska to Washington by 
tanker. 

In a message to Roger 
Morton, U.S. Secretary of the 
Interior, the association said: 
"We feel that the ecological 
disaster w h 1 o h would be 
caused by the sinking of a 
tanker far exceeds any bene¬ 
fit the oil could bring to the 
people of the United States.”

Firm No-Deal 
On Hill 
Overtures 


Oak Bay council made it dear Monday it wants 
no part of a deal to link the acquisition of Blueberry 
Hill with the development of the Munidpally-owned 
Riding Academy property. 


lh a letter to council, 
architect Helen Johnson 
Murphy, who has an option to 
purchase the Island Road 
property known as Blueberry 
Hill, said: “We wish to 
purchase and develop the 9.3- 
acre tract of land known as 
the Riding Academy . . . 

“Partial payment toward 
the purchase of the Riding 
Academy property would be 
made with the 6.3-acre por¬ 
tion of (Blueberry Hill) . .. 
This property would become a 
park as appears to be the 
desire of council and area 
residents. 

Should council not wish to 
pursue the matters, listed. I 
shall have no alternative but 
to proceed with the subdi¬ 
vision of the Island Road 
property.” 

"I don’t want any part of 
linking the Blueberry Hill 
property with the Riding 
Academy.” said Aid. Douglas 
Watts. “If we sell the Riding 
Academy, we will do it by a 
competition with any applica¬ 
tion considered on the same 
basis and not by these various 
people with trade-ins.” 

Watts said he doubted that 
council could legally trade 
property around anyway. 

"We have had nothing.” 
said Aid. John Goult. "A 
suggestion from a so-called 
development team of what 
they might like to do ... at a 
price they declined to name. 

"This Is no way to conduct 
negotiations.” 


He said "If they have a 
substantial proposal, they can 
submit it and it will be 
considered as any other ap¬ 
plication." 

"We must have concrete 
facts before we consider this 
or any other proposal.” 

Council also observed that 
Blueberry HHI is privately 
owned and that counoil has 
had nothing to do with its 
being fenced off to prevent 
public access. 

Mrs. Johnson had met 
privately with council follow¬ 
ing its last meeting. 

In other business, council 
decided: 

• Children would use 
sleighs during periods of snow 
whether or not a specific area 
were set aside for them, so 
that for the sake of safety.

Bishop appeared before Es¬ 
quimau council’s pubUc works 
committee to "expose the 
ugliness” of the municipali¬ 
ty’s main thoroughfare. 

With about 50 colored 
slides, the chamber was 
shown dilapidated buildings, 
abandoned cars, run-down 
shops, overturned garbage 
cans and broken sidewalks. 

In a brief to the municipali¬ 
ty, the chamber made the 
following recommendations: 

• The municipality should 
take the lead In a general 
facelift program tor Esqui¬ 
mau Road. 

• Broken gutters, side¬ 
walks, curbs and flowerbeds 
should be repaired immedi¬ 
ately. 

• Municipal parking lots 
should be screened with trees 
and flowers. 

• "A good percentage of 
concrete on boulevards” 
should be torn up and re¬ 
placed with grass, shrubs or 
flowers. 

If the municipality does its 
share to beautify Esquimau 
Road, Bishop told the com¬ 
mittee, the chamber will 
enlist the help of businessmen 
and residents to do their 
share. 

"We seem to have failed in 
the past, especially business¬ 
men. They failed to renovate 
their premises, to reinvest 
some money into their pro¬ 
perty. The result is an ugly 
mess along Esquimau Road,' 
Bishop said. 

He told committee that 80 
per cent of all people wanting 
to get to Esquimau are using 
Esquimau Road. 

’ "You gentlemen, must take 
the lead. There is no group in 
this community that has more 
influence and power. When 
you discuss this year’s 
budget, take a part of the 
parks funds, take a part of 
the public works funds, add a 
good dBal. and get a start on 
the project," Bishop said. 

He also told committee that 
the city of Victoria is equally 
guilty of neglecting its part of 
the thoroughfare. 

"That makes it even more 
urgent to beautify our part; 
the moment you drive into 
Esquimau, you should notice 
the difference," he said. 

(The Vi ctoria-Esquimalt 
boundary at Esquimau Road 
Is Rothwell Street.) 

Mayor Art Young said the 
chamber’s presentation was 
"impressive and informa¬ 
tive." Many improvements 
could be made for a small 
amount of money. 

"We’ll certainly have more 
than a good look at the whole 
situation and I believe that 
we could get a good start on 
this project this year.

I guess that's what intri¬ 
gued me about a story I read 
recently in the New York 
magazine of Adfele Auohm- 
clow, wife of novelist Louis 
Auchincloss, who declared a 
one-woman war against trash. 
She deplored the over-packag¬ 
ing of consumer foods, es¬ 
pecially toys and hardware. 

In the grocery, she slipped 
t h e vacuum-packed, s e e- 
through sealer of bacon into 
her cart and returned the 
extra box to the manager. 


She did the same with 
French bread, returning the 
long bag saying, ‘Til carry 
it myself, the Frendh do.’ r 
She also rejected the plastic 
bag and cardboard in laun¬ 
dered shirts saying, ‘Til 
carry them home on hangers 
myself.” She bought only re¬ 
usable bottles and whenever 
possible recycled her refuse 
(using coffee grounds for 
mulch). 

Her U», pounds of news¬ 
print each week she conceded 
were essential. However, the 
seven pounds of unsolicited 
mail was a big contribution to 
her trash heap that she was 
helpless to control. 

When yew think about it, 
th*s country has been hell¬ 
bent on a disaster course 
of cleanliness for the past 


decade. Our fish has mer¬ 
cury. Yet, it is wrapped in 
a clear, airtitfit bag, re- 
wrapped in a pound and 
half of leak-proof paper 
and then stuffed into a brown 
bag at the check-out counter 
to ensure its freshness. 

Our drinking water is re¬ 
cycled from sewers. Yet, we 
drink it from a disposable 
paper cup packaged in a 
protective box to fight germs. 

And the remedy for this 
big national headach is 
( ontained in a glass bottle, 
plus a neck of cotton and 
a box to protect the glass. 

Mrs. Auchincloss Isn’t some 
nut picketing sesame seeds 
because they get stuck in 
your teeth, she's one wxxnan 
who Is genuinely concerned. 

On some days when I hallu¬ 


cinate. I visualize a "Hanger 
Government” where all the 
oversexed coat hangers of the 
world have over-populated 
until I am holding up the 
shirts in the closet and they 
are running things. 

I -see families with 38 
bottles of mouthwash on a 
shelf wearing a gas mask to 
breathe. I see children stand¬ 
ing around In trash up to their 
shoulders in clothes that have 
been pre-son ked, bleached, 
whitened, brightened, spot 
cleaned and guaranteed to 
make other mothers turn in 
their aprons. 

I suspect we as consumers 
hold the key to part of the 
answer. How much conveni¬ 
ence are we willing to sacri¬ 
fice? Do we even have a 
choice?

• N11 r 1 loti acetic Acid 
which some companies began 
using a* a substitute for 
phosphates and which scien¬ 
tists fear may be even more 
of a pollutant. 

I n December, detergent 
companies voluntarily agreed 
to suspend the use of NTA 
pending further testing and at 
the beginning of February, 
Lever Brother* said it was 
discontinuing the use of 
enzymes. Union officials at a 
plant owned by Procter and 
Gamble, makers of Tide, the 
largest selling detergent in 
the U.S., also said enzymes 
were being taken out. Procter 
and Gamble,. however, re¬ 
fused to comment. 

With NTA banned at least 
temporarily and enzymes ap¬ 
parently on their way out as 
the darling of the detergent 
Industry, that leaves iihos- 
phates. And American house¬ 
wives are pouring phosphate¬ 
laden detergents into the

Housewives Pay Call 


OTTAWA (UPI) - House¬ 
wives should receive security 
for keeping house and raising 
children, the federal govern¬ 
ment was told Monday. 

In a brief to Prime Minister 
Trudeau arid' 10 tnembers of 
the cabinet, the National 
Council of Women of Canada 
(NCWC) recommended that a 
housewife should have the 
right to participate in the 
Canada Pension Plan, the 
government operated pension 
scheme. 

“In assuming the role of an 
unpaid service worker, the 
woman in the home is popu- 


larily assumed to be building 
up two equities,” the brief 
said, one within society and 
one withing her marriage. 

“In point of fact she is 
building up neither because 
both depend on the continua¬ 
tion of her marriage.” 

Trudeau re acted un¬ 
favorably to the suggestion 
that women in the home are 
performing a service to so¬ 
ciety and thus deserve some 
income security. 

“It frightens me to think 
you are going towards a 
society where everyone gets 
paid for everything,” the 


bachelor prime minister said. 

Mrs. W. W. Menzies, of 
Winnipeg, said the unpaid 
work women performed in the 
home represented 11 per cent 
of the gross national product, 
or 18 billion. 

Menzies said it was not 
right to keep the housewife in 
this position. 

“By viritue of the economic 
contribution made by the 
mother and the housewife to 
the economy, we must offer 
her security that devolves on 
her and that will survive the 
marriage.” she said.

Summer Jobs Bias 
Charged to Province 


Benson told the women it 
would be hard to calculate the 
Imputed income of house¬ 
wives and thus their share of 
the Canada Pension Plan. 

He said for tha moment the 
government was not consider¬ 
ing making the pension plan 
voluntary, enabling house¬ 
wives to join if they desired. 

At present, all those em¬ 
ployed on the "legitimate” 
labor market must contribute 
to the pension plan. 

The women also recom¬ 
mended in their brief the 
appointment of a woman as 
senior officer responsible for 
the treatment of women of¬ 
fenders. who would work on 
developing appropriate pro¬ 
grams relating to «<omen in 
penal institutions. 

Solid tor-General Jean- 
Pierre Goyer told toe women 
he thought they were asking 
for too little. 

“I would like to attract 
numerous women at various 
levels of the department not 
totally in correction but in 
prevention.” said Goyer. who 
holds responsibility for penal 
institutes. 

Goyer said women should 
be involved In the “whole 
process” but he did not 
suggest how women could be 
appointed. to his department. 

Trudeau told the members 
of the council that the whole 
cabinet was considering the 
report of the royal commis¬ 
sion on toe status of women 
in Canada in much toe same 
way as the women were 
studying the report through a 
nation-wide survey they had 
undertaken. 

The brief mentioned an 
item in the royal commission 
report which criticized the 
federal government for not 
appointing women to a special 
committee studying the safety 
and efficacy of oral contra¬ 
ceptives marketed in Canada. 

Health Minister John Munro 
said “The fact had occurred 
to us Tather late” during the 
study, when it was too late to 
change things.

“I could work as hard 
physically as roost men for 
the kind of pay they get, but I 
haven't a hope of a summer 
job on the survey or road 
crew*,- simply because Fra 
female’— no one will try to 
find out if I’m capable of 
hard work,” said Mrs. 
Sharron Gray, a first-year 
education student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria, during an 
interview. 

She said women have to be 
content with jobs as waitres¬ 
ses or store clerks at mini¬ 
mum wages. 

And through that kind of 
experience, according to Mrs. 
Gray and psychology student 
Rion B a a i 1 e , a women’s 
liberattonist is born. 

“Society has determined 
rules for women as stereo¬ 
types. and has denied them 
opportunities,” said Miss 
Basile. 

“I don’t want to be told that 
I should or should not do 
something because I am 
female — it sounds trite, but 
women are people, too, you 
know.” 

Victoria, she said, is un¬ 
likely to see any large-scale 
women’s liberation demon- 
strahon, unless reason fails 
along toe line somewhere.

• A June interview with 
Prime Minister Trudeau when 
he attends the constitutional 
conference in Victoria, to 
ascertain his stand on 
women’s rights and the royal 
commission report. 


The Victoria group meets 
Fridays and Sundays In to# 
lounge in the Student Union 
Building at toe university, 
although It is hoped to meet 
in members, homes even¬ 
tually. 

Friday meetings deal with 
complaints, gathering infor¬ 
mation and sharing it, while 
the Sunday meetings are 
“rap” sessions to talk about 
general issue of womanhood. 

Both women feel it Is 
unfortunate that toe phrase 
■‘abortion on demand” has 
become synonomous with the 
liberation movement. 

“The need for abortion to 
be removed from the Crim¬ 
inal Code and become a 
medical matter is one facet of 
the work that needs to be 
done,’’ said Miss Basile, “but 
it should still be a medical 
decision to be token as 
seriously as any other form of 
surgery.” 

Mrs. Gray said one project 
for the Victoria group will be 
to try to get into the junior 
high schools with birth control 
information. 

"Parents like to hide their 
heads in toe sand and pretend 
toeir children don’t experi¬ 
ment with sex. but this is the 
age group that does experi¬ 
ment because they don’t know 
how to call a halt,” she said. 

The junior high is also the 
place where a good deal of 
damage is dons through lack 
of opportunity for girls to 


develop m individuals, she

“In some schools girls are 
able to take some woodwork 
or auto mechanic courses, but 
they art so few ws point 
them out as wonders, when It 
OTould be an automatic thing. 

“Why can't girls be car¬ 
penters? Why can’t boys be 
cooks?” she asked. 

Mrs. Gray said that another 
thing men fail to realize is 
that by discriminating against 
women, they also hurt them¬ 
selves. 

By keeping some jobs, such 
as bank tellers or nursery 
work for women only, they 
keep wages down and dose 
off jobs for themselves, she 
said. 

She felt there U a great 
need for child care centres to 
be open day and night. 

“There are many people, 
men and women, with a great 
talent for child care ~ it 
should be regarded as a 
vocation and paid accor¬ 
dingly, not demeaned as a 
thing any woman should do 
by staying at home whether 
she wants to or not” said 
Mrs. Gray.

We are often asked 
what qualities are 
needed to be a really 
great player, and gome 
. of our friends are just 
a little incredulous 
> when we reply that the 
principal requirement 
is simply to be on the 
ball all the time in¬ 
stead of merely a large 
part of the time. 

I Yet there's a great 
deal of truth in it, and 
this deal from the 1970 
match between Britain 
and France provide* a 
fcase in point. 

In Room 1, 

Terence Reese, famous 
British player, reached 
six spades. West led 
the ace and another 
diamond and declarer 
took East's queen with the king. 

Reese saw that he had all the tricks he needed, and 

I bis only real problem was to avoid losing a trump trick. 
To Improve his prospects slightly, he adopted the cunning 
strategem of taking the aoe of hearts, ruffing a heart, 
| and then leading the jack of diamonds. 

I East fell into the trap by ruffing and thus South’s 
problem was solved. He overruffed, took the K-A of 
trumps, and claimed the slam. 

At the other table the proceedings started similarly 
but declarer neglected the strategem of leading the jack 
j of diamonds. Taking the position that since West was long 
on diamonds, he was likely to be short on trumps, 
declarer cashed the ace of trumps and finessed the ten to 
go down one. 

It might be said that the strategem of leading the 
diamond jack was a very elementary one. Nevertheless, 
the fact remains that Reese employed it and the French 
player didn’t, and Britain won a close-fought match as a 
‘ result.

PORT HARDY — The 
walkout of 350 construction 
workers that began here 
Friday ended Monday with 
reported company agreement 
to a number of basic de¬ 
mands. 

The men, who have been 
working on the Utah Mine 
project at this northern Van¬ 
couver Island centre, left the 
job over numerous issues. 
Most involved safety and 
medical facilities. 

Union officials said com¬ 
plaints had been building up 
for some time and came to a 
head with the injury of 
worker Larry- Mnkurta. who 
fell 40 feet from the roof of a 
building ijhder construction 
Thursday. 

Makurta was reported in 
good condition Monday in 
Vancouver General Hospital. 

The return to work began 
with the afternoon shift and 
followed a flight to Port 
Hardy by 12 union official 
from Victoria and Vancouver. 
The official met with Utah 
Mine representatives and the 
tradesmen. 

John Schibli of Victoria, 


secretary of the Vancouver 
Island Building Trades 
Council, said as he prepared 
to leave Port Hardy that the 
company had agreed to these 
basic demands: 

• Some changes to ba 
made in the first aid staff: 

• Improvement of the 
ambulance service; 

• Construction of facili¬ 
ties for a sea plane base; 

• Withholding of an order 
that had been given for the 
firing of a union shop 
steward.

Jenkinson had complained 
that Field criticized council in 
a speech to the Lions Club the 
previous week. 

At that meeting Field had 
said the council was not 
spending one dollar per capita 
allotted by the provincial 
government for use in tourist 
promotion.

Sterilization 

Bill 

Introduced 

A -bill which would give a 
court medical committee the 
power to recommend steriliz¬ 
ation of persona found guilty 
of "gross misconduct" in 
abusing or neglecting children 
was introduced in the Legis¬ 
lature by a government back¬ 
bencher Monday. 

The bill, introduced by 
Robert Wenman (SC—Delta j, 
would also amend the Protec¬ 
tion of Children Act to give 
the court power to recom¬ 
mend that someone found 
guilty of gross misconduct be 
c o mmitted to psychiatric 
care. 

Outside the House. Wenman 
emphasized that sterilization 
would not be mandatory in all 
cases of gross misconduct, 
but could be recommended in 
particularly.jMvere cases.

B.C. HYDRO

Thousands of medals and 
honors have been handed out 
to dignitaries and pioneers 
since British Columbia 
started In 1958 celebrating 
centennials of one kind or an¬ 
other. If It were necessary 
to make one such award to 
Mr. Centennial M would have 
to go to deputy provincial 
secretary Lawrie Wallace. 

He has been organizing 
prov incial centennial cele¬ 
brations since 1955, when he 
began preliminary plans for 
the 1958 centennial to cele¬ 
brate the founding of the main¬ 
land colony. 

After that, In 1966, It was 
the 100th birthday of the union 
of the colonies of Vancouver 
bland and mainland British 
Columbia: In 1967 K was the 
Canadian centenary for Con¬ 
federation; and now in 1971, 
Wallace Is still hard at work, 
planning the celebration of the 
c entenary of British Colum¬ 
bia’s entry into Confederation. 

Wallace treats massive or¬ 
ganization problems with a 
great deal of calm, which he 
may have retained from his 
wartime days as commander 
of a submarine chaser In the 
Atlantic. 


Most Routine 


He calmly dismisses most 
of the problems as routine. 
This may be due to his having 
worked as a teacher at Vic¬ 
toria high school, where, 
until 1953, he taught mathe¬ 
matics. 

His office in die legislative 
buildings is jammed with 
gifts, momentos and souvenirs 
frorrt the hundreds of foreign 
dignitaries who have visited 
British Columbia. 

“In 1967, there were 18 
visits by kings, queens, em¬ 
perors and princes,” said 
Wallace, “and we have been 
very lucky. Nothing has gone 
wrong so far.” 

Wallace explained there are 
390 local Centennial 71 com¬ 
mittees scattered arowd the 
province and he estimates 
that 20,000 British Columbians 
are Involved in organizing 
centennial projects. 


More Aware 


There Is more to centennial 
celebrations than just the cele¬ 
bration itself,” said Wallace. 
’'Centennial celebrations have 
made all British Columbians 
more aware of this history, 
and this year, for example, 
350 centennial projects are 
planned which will be of 
benefit to British Columbians 
in the years ahead. It ia one 
of those happy occasions 
where we can look hack- 
wards at the same time. 

“Centennial projects will

In 1958, the old gold town of 
Barkerville was restored. For 
the 1967 centennial. Fort 
Steele, the first outpost of the 
Northwest Mounted Police in 
British Colu mbla was 
restored. 

This year, the federal and 
provincial governments will 
co-operate in the restoration of 
Fort St. James, north of Van- 
derhoof. This community was 
the fur-trading oapital of New 
Caledonia. 

In addition to his usual 
planning tasks, Wallace is 
also responsible for the or¬ 
ganization of the visit of the 
Queen and Prince Philip in 
May. 

By Regions 

“The visits will be on a 
regional basis, and of course, 
they take a great deal of plan- 
n i n g . In co-operation with 
federal authorities we have 
tried to make time available 
for local communities to show 
their own particular areas to 
the royal couple.” 

Wallace's ability to exercise 
tact and diplomacy are not 
confined to royal visits. When 
the community of Harrison 


wanted to spend its 1958 cen¬ 
tennial grant to hunt for a 
Sasquatch — the legendary 
wild hairy man who lives in 
the mountains near Harrison 
Lake — it taxed Wallace's 
calm. After thinking about 
it, he came up with a solu¬ 
tion which is typical of his 
ability to veto a plan but 
still leave the community 
happy. 

Wallace suggested instead 
a $5,000 reward for the first 
live Sasquatch captured. 

Wallace was community 
programs director in the edu¬ 
cation department when he 
was given the Job of general 
chairman of the B.C. 1958 
c e n t e n nial committee. He 
has been chairman of B.C. 
centennial committees ever 
since. 

The reasoning was that in 
his work with the education 
department he had established 
contacts In almost every 
community In the province. 

Wallace can still remember 
one of the first meetings of 
the committee in 1955. 

“Someone suggested then,’* 
he recalls, “all we needed to 
do was to clean up the Paci¬ 
fic National Exhibition a bit, 
and that would do It.” 


It didn't do it, of course. 
Wallace's personal brand of 
enthusiasm, and that at his 
14-member staff, succeeded 
in helping 300 communities 
organize their own projects. 

Looking Back 

Looking back on the royal 
visits, Wallace smiled and 
remembered one amusing in¬ 
incident in Victoria during the 
visit of Haile Selassie I, Em¬ 
peror of Ethiopia — somebody 
lost the Emperor’s dog in the 
Union Club, and the emperor 
was very upset 

W a 11 ao e is enthusiastic 
about centennial projects in 
a way that is in sharp con¬ 
trast to the enthusiasm shown 
by United States’ visitors who 
come here to boost their com¬ 
munities. He projects a very 
1 o w-k e y enthusiasm which 
suggests to anyone who is 
discussing a project with him 
that its value is automatically 
assumed. 

He expects good organiza¬ 
tion and he expects his cen¬ 
tennial plans to be a success, 
because after 15 years of 
working at it he has learned 
all the tricks. 

He knows things are going 
to work out all right.

much interest developing In this trait, 
tor Die raspberry is a higtxhvtdend 
fndt crop tor the home garden, and 
store-bought berries cant compare in 
flavor nrfth trull which has been allowed 
to ripen naturally on your own backyard 


the berries are swelling, and this isn't 
always easy to provide in a dry 
summer. Consequently, every oppor¬ 
tunity must be taken to conserve the 
natural soil moisture. 

The best way of doing this 1s to dig 
In or rototUI In every sorap of oompost, 
leafmould or old rotted manure you can 
lay your handa on while preparing the 
site. This material w4U aet as a sponge, 
absorbing and storing moisture which 
would otherwise drain away; moreover, 
manure end well-made compoai provide 
aome long-lasting nutrients, and created 
a soil texture congenial to the roots. 

Don't be stingy with the stuff, then.' 
tor your berry bushes are going to be 
living in the aame atrip of toil for a 
long, long time, and you’ll never have a 
belter opportunity to fix them up wtth a 
comfortable home then right now, 
before they ere planted. 

Prepare a atrip tour feat wide tor 
each row of .canes, digging In two 
bucketful)! of old manure or ripe 
com poet plus two oupfulla of 11-4M 
fertiliser to each running yard of atrip. 
Don’t dig tba stuff In too deeply, tor 
raspberries ere shallow rooters — Just 
chop or mix It Into the top eight Inches 
of soil. 

When this is done, rake the strip 
level, tread it, rake it again, then go 


•head and tet out your plants, spacing 
them 30 inches apart down the middle 
of your prepared strip. 

Make your planting holes wide 
enough to take the full spread of the 
roots without any cramping or bending, 
and deep enough so the roots wlU be 
three inches deeper than they were In 
the plant nursery, ss Indicated by the 
•oil marks on the stems. This Is an 
important point — always plant rasp¬ 
berries a little deeper than they were in 
their last home.

m our favored chmste, you can plant 
raspberries any time through the 
dormant season from October to April, 
whenever the soli is dry enough to be 
workable. In choosing a site, it is well 
to remember that the greatest enemy of 
.this plant is the wind. 

Raspberries will get along in almost 
any kind of soil as long as there is 
plenty of moisture-retaining humus In 
k. and the canes are not at all fumy as 
to how much sunshine they get — in 
foot, I have seen excellent berries 
grown In light shade. But strong and 
persistent wind they cannot abide, so in 
exposed gardens It is wise to select a 
site on the leeward side of some kind of 
sheherbelt or windbreak. 

Careful preparation of the soil is a 
paramount Importance. Raspberries are 
greedy feeders, and they MUST have 
plenty of moisture, particularly when 


Holding the "stool” of roots In 
position in the planting hole, cover with 
soli until the hole Is about two-thlrda 
full, then stop to water the plants In. 
Give each one two quarts of Alginur* 
solution — four tablespoonfuls per 
gallon — and when this drains away, 
complete the filling in with loom, dry 
•oil on top. Don’t go stomping it down 
— the water will have done all the 
firming necessary. 

The raspberry plantation shouldn't 
be allowed to bear any frith In Ms first 
season, as all available energy should 
go into forming a really good root sys¬ 
tem, and into pushing up stout cane* sa 
carry the following year’s crop. To this 
end. then, out down all top growth to 
six-inch stubs immediately after plant-

Shouts

Amid NDP shouts of “Secret gov e rnment! Secret 
government!” an opposition motion of non-confidence 
in Premier Bennett over the issue of openness of the 
accounts of crown corporations was defeated in the 
Legislature Monday. 


The motion which asked 
that the $23,000 salary of the 
premier be reduced by $1 was 
defeated 33 to 16 with the 
Liberals and the NDP sup¬ 
porting it. 

The cry of “Secrecy!” rose 
repeatedly from opposition 
benches during a lively de¬ 
bate on the motion, the basis 
of which was that the gov¬ 
ernment should make public 
the books and accounts of 
B.C. Hydro, the Pacific Great 
Eastern Railway and the 
Liquor Control Board. 

In moving the motion. 
Dennis Cocke (NDP—New 
Westminster) gave figures he 
had obtained from an un¬ 
related arbitration action 
which he said rtowed a 
Vancouver delivery firm 
overcharged B.C. Hydro for 
parcel delivery, charging 
more than it charged other 
firms. 

When such figures come to 
light, “How do we know what 
else is going' on?” Barrett 
asked. "You cannot run a 
secret community over there 
... the taxpayers have a 
right to know what is going 
on,” he charged the govern¬ 
ment. 

Robert Strachan (NDP— 
Cowichan — Malahat) accused 
the premier of doing the 
same thing he accused the 
coalition government erf doing 
some 20 years ago when he 
was a private member ... 
withholding information from 
the public. 

fo a strong attack against 
the NDP, Municipal Affairs 
Minister Dan Campbell con¬ 
demned the opposition party 
as “being lazy, irresponsible, 
irrelevant and immaterial." 


Campbell accused the NDP 
MLAs of spreading “ill-based 
rumor, misinformation, 1 n- 
nuendo, and smear." He said 
they had placed no questions 
on the order paper about the 
account* of the corporations. 

The amount of information 
made available to the public 
in B.C “cannot be equalled 
anywhere," the minister said. 

Strachan said the NDP had 
its questions ready but had 
hoped it would get answers to 
them from the premier dur¬ 
ing the estimates debate. Hs 
also charged that often cabi¬ 
net members did not answer 
questions put to them on the 
order paper. 

Liberal leader Patrick Mc- 
Geer supportd Strachan and 
cited examples of questions 
members had asked about the 
corporations to which they 
had received unsatisfactory 
answers. 

Garde Gardom (L—New 
Westminster) said lhat when 
he sent a letter to Highways 
Minister Wesley Black re¬ 
questing information about 
the number of cars on B.C. 
ferries, the reply was that 
such information was “classi¬ 
fied." 

Attorney-General L a s 11 1 
Peterson said the motion was 
"not a resolution relating to 
public accounts or any ac¬ 
counts. It is a motion of 
straight non-confidence." He 
said the NDP was asking the 
House to force the premier to 
resign. 

“The premier is a man of 
ability and integrity," Peter¬ 
son said. 


Skillings Blasted 
Over Car Talks 


T h • opposition repeated 
charges Monday that Trade 
Minister Waldo SkttUngs isn't 
trying hard enough to bring 
new industry to B.C. rihd 
were answered in the Legis¬ 
lature by his predecessor, 
Health Minister Ralph Loff- 
mark. 

Loffmark, who was trade 
minister until April, 1968, 
when Skihbigs took over the 
portfolio, said the government 
prior to that date had carried 
out two feasibility studies on 
oar assembly and fabricating 
plants. 

He was answering renewed 
criticism of Skillings by Op¬ 
position Leader Dave Barrett 
who said, during the debate

study on feasibility of estab¬ 
lishing a oar assembly plant 
in B.C. 

Skillings hasn’t bothered to 
reply, the NDP leader said, 
and had told reporters, who 
asked whether the minister 
would meet Toyota represen¬ 
tatives to discuss the matter 
further, he (Skillings) only 
talked to “the top echelon.” 

Loffmark said topics being 
discussed regularly' with 
foreign oar manufacturers in¬ 
clude the establishment of a 
car assembly plant In this 
province. 

He did not disclose what the 
studies showed.

‘•From what we can under¬ 
stand, it (Eskimo) is an 
offensive word and we are 
seriously considering taking it 
out of-nur title.” Alan Clarke 


executive director of the 
Indian-Eskimo Association of 
Canada said in an interview 
Monday. 

Eskimo, according to 
Clarke and several books on 
Canadian history, means "one 
who eats raw flesh" and is 
derived from the Cree Indian. 

"The word Eskimo was 


never used in the discussions 
we held with native people 
from the North at an associ¬ 
ation conference in Peter¬ 
borough during the weekend.'* 
said Clarke. 

Those people called Es¬ 
kimos — about 13,000 in the 
northern fringes of Canada, 
especially the Northwesi Ter¬ 


ritories — want to be called 
Innuit — their word for 
themselves. 

But even that word raises 
doubt. 

Ibe Oxford Companion to 
Canadian History and Litera¬ 
ture spells the word with one 
a hut A Dictionary of Cana¬ 


dians on Historical Principles 
spells it Innuit. 

At the weekend conference, 
several people from the North 
decided that the word Eskimo 
should be dropiied from the 
association and also organized 
a new organization — Innuit 
or limit Taparisat of Canada,

Oil Tanker Checks \Futile ’ 


By DON GAIN 

A prominent Victoria naval 
architect Monday dubbed ef¬ 
forts to eliminate oil tanker 
traffic on the Pacific Coast as 
"hysterical and futile" and, at 
the same time, called on the 
federal transport department 
to update its facilities for oil 
pollution control and preven¬ 
tion. 

Robert McHaffie of the 
firm of Robert C. McHaffie 
Ltd said in an Interview that 
oil tankers operating along 
the coast are not only inevi¬ 
table but highly desirable. 

He called tor the construc¬ 
tion of Coast Guard ships to 
escort giant oil tankers and 
proposed that Canada wel¬ 
come the U.S. oil companies’ 
venture of water shipment of 
Alaska oil as a shot in the 
arm for B.C. shipyards. 

McHaffie said he believes 
that the great concern for the 
environmental safety of our 
coastal' waters by local resi¬ 
dents and federal officials Is a 
; “commendable desire" to 
» preserve tor all time the 
| great natural beauty of our 
J coast. 

\ But to try to obtain this end 
i by eliminating commerce Is 
! wrong, he added. 

} It would be possible to 
safeguard our beaches and 
allow tankers commerce at 
the same time, McHaffie 
said, by introducing manda¬ 
tory escort services for tank- 
, ert using our national and 
adjacent waters. 

The federal government 
• should provide specialized es- 
; eort vessels, he urged, which 


would serve the double pur¬ 
pose of guiding mammoth 
tankers safely to and from 
the proposed refineries 
through waters extending 
reasonable distances from 
Canadian shores. 

He saw this escort job as a 
role for the Canadian Coast 
Guard in the course of 
performing other duties. 

Several vessels — equipped 
with the latest communication 
and navigational aids, with 
booms, boom boats , oil- 
skimming equipment and 
large tanks full of emulsifying 
chemicals — are all that 
would be required, he said, to 
take immediate action should 
there be an oil spill, "as there 
most certainly will be." 

Present transport depart¬ 
ment facilities tor oil pollution 
control or prevention are 
"laughably inadequate," the 
naval architect said. 

And now is the time, he 
continued, to obtain assis¬ 
tance from oil companies 
concerned In building and 
placing these vessels In oper¬ 
ation. 

"If the oil companies were 
not Interested in supporting 
such services, then surely 


their underwriters would be," 

he said. 

The construction and servic¬ 
ing of such escort vessels, 
McHaffie said, would be a 
shot In the arm to B.C. 
shipyards. 


He also disputed a recent 
letter to Oak Bay council 
from J. C. Rutledge, general 
director of the aerospace, 
marine and rail branch of the 
federal Industry, trade and 
commerce department, who 
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McHaffie 


said that U.S. ships could be 
serviced only in U.S. ship¬ 
yards. 

"Certainly the oil would of 
necessity be carried in U.S. 
vessels, but these ships can 
be serviced and repaired 
anywhere in the world, and 
B.C. yards would be’ ih a 
foremost position to bid for 
this work," he said. 

His statement was backed 
up by a spokesman of Yar¬ 
rows Ltd. shipyard, who 
called Rutledge's letter • "a 
politician's reply. 

"U.S. ships are repaired 
and serviced in Canadian 
yards." the spokesman told 
the Colonist. "It’s as simple 
as that. TTiey have to pay 
duty on repair work when 
they sail back to the States, 
but some still feel there is an 
advantage in having work 
done in Canadian yards." 

"And this is in addition to 
emergency maintenance and 
repairs,” McHaffie said. 

"So let us welcome our 
neighbors’ great commercial 
venture, insisting only on the 
right to escort him past our 
doorstep and, if necessary, 
render immediate and effec¬ 
tive help when spillages oo- 
cur.” 

McHaffie has been for 
years a proponent of the use 
of large eea-going bargee, like 
the type now being used on 
the Pacific Cbast to transport 
newsprint, chemicals and 
lumber, as a means of 
Canada’s re-entry into the 
maritime world.

COURTENAY — A budget 
to estimate finance changes 
that would occur If Royston 
improvement district altered 
Its municipal status shows a 
surplus of $40,320.

The budget shows revenue 
of $43,578 es given in the 
auditor's report for Royston 
Improvement district for 1969, 
as prepared by J. M. Stand- 
even and Co. 

Additional revenue which 
would be received if the area 
approved district municipality 
status would be $73,662. for a 
total revenue of $117,240 


figures for the additional 
revenue section were taken 
from per capita grant figures 
of the Comax-Strath cons re¬ 
gional district and the 1969 
provincial tax roll. 

On the expenditure side the 
same 1969 auditor's report 
shows $41,386. Additional ex¬ 
penses for district municipal¬ 
ity status was based on 
audited statements from the 
village of Cumberland for 


roads, sidewalks, repairs, 
maintenance and capital oosts 
and totals $8,060. 

Similarily based on Cum¬ 
berland audited figures, snow 
removal would cost $2,470. 
The coramiteee said this 
figure is higher than the cost 
would likely be, as Cumber¬ 
land trucks all its snow away 
after plowing. 

After deducting such Items 
as Royston district parcel tax, 


garbage tolls and street light¬ 
ing and a water rate increase, 
a surplus of $40,320 was 
estimated.

Preliminary results of a 17- 
month current study in the 
Strait of Georgia indicate that 
long-term oceanographic 
studies should be done before 
outfall locations are decided. 

In a paper presented Satur¬ 
day to the annual convention 
of Pacific Northwest Oceanog¬ 
raphers, in Victoria. Dr. Sus 
Tabata of Nanaimo Biological 
Station said there is now a 
basis for doubting the tradi¬ 
tional concept of current 
flows in the Strait 

This has generally been 
that currents move in "an 
anti-clockwise circle around 
the basin”. 

Tabata’s findings, however, 
which are based on data 


collected from three measur¬ 
ing stations located at 10 
kilometre intervals between 
Valdez Island and Point Grey, 
indicate that. currents can 
vary greatly both over small 
distances and with depths as 
well as over time. 

Measurements from the 
three buoys and three differ¬ 
ent depths supported Tabata’s 
suggestion that currents in 
the strait are more complex 
than had hitherto been 
thought. 

As an example of great 
variations within »a short 
distance. Tabata said that 
while the current at the 
mouth of Iona, Vancouver's 
main outfall, is moving north, 
about two miles further out, 
the current is moving to the 
south. 

"When outfall locations are 
being considered, need for 
long-term measurements 
should he obvious." he said. 

Tabata's 380.000 pieces of 
data, which were collected 
between April, 1969, and 
September, 1970, have not yet 
been completely processed

But to try to obtain this end 
by eliminating commerce is 
wrong, he added. 

It would be possible to 
safeguard our beaches and 
allow tankers commerce at 


the same time, McHaffie 
said, by introducing manda¬ 
tory escort services for tank¬ 
ers using our national and 
adjacent waters. 

The federal government 
should provide specialized es¬ 
cort vessels, he urged, which 
would serve the double pur¬ 
pose of guiding mammoth 
tankers safely to and from 
the proposed refineries 
through waters extending 
reasonable distances from 
Canadian shores. 

He saw this escort job as a 
role for the Canadian Coast 
Guard in the course of 
performing other duties. 

Several vessels — equipped 


with the latest communication 
and navigational aids, with 
booms, boomboati, oil- 
skimming equipment and 
large tanks full of emulsifying 
chemicals —• are all that 
would be required, he said, to 
take immediate action should 
there be an oil spill, “as there 
most certainly will be." 

Present transport depart¬ 
ment facilTdes for oil pollution 
control or prevention are 
"laughab^r inadequate,” the 
naval architect said. 

And now is the time, he 
continued, to obtain assis¬ 
tance from oil companies 
coneemed in building and 


placing these vessels In oper¬ 
ation. 

“If the oil companies were 
not interested in supporting 
such services, then surely 
their underwriters would be," 
be said. 

The construction and servic¬ 
ing of such escort vessels, 
McHaffie said, would be a 
shot in the arm to B.C 
shipyards. 

He also disputed a recent 
letter to Oak Bay council 
from J. C. Rutledge, general 
director of the aerospace, 
marine and rail branch of the 
federal Industry, trade and 
commerce department, who 
said that U.S. ships could be 


serviced only in U.S. ship¬ 
yards. 

“Certainly the oil would of 
necessity be carried in U.S. 
vessels, but these ships can 
be serviced and repaired 
anywhere in the world, and 
B.C. yards would be In a 
foremost position to bid for 
this work," he said. 

His statement was backed 
up by a spokesman of Yar¬ 
rows Ltd. shipyard, who 
called Rutledge s letter "a 
politician's reply. 

“U.S, ships are repaired 
and serviced in Canadian 
yards," the spokesman told 
the Colonist. "It’s as simple 
as that. Utey have to pay 


duty on repair work when 
they sail back to the States, 
but some still feel there is an 
advantage in having work 
done in Canadian yards.” 

"And this is in addition to 
emergency maintenance and 
repairs," McHaffie said. 

“So let us welcome our 
neighbors’ great commercial 
venture, insisting only on the 
right to escort him past our 
doorstep and, if necessary, 
render immediate and effec¬ 
tive help when spillages oc¬ 
cur.” 

McHaffie has been for 
years a proponent of the use 
large sea-going bargee. 


Arctic Corridor Call 

‘Pipelines 
No Curb 
To Damage 9 

Use of pipelines is not an acceptable alternative 
to transportation of crude oil by tankers, a spokesman 
for a B.C. conservation group said Monday. 


Instead a "transportation 
corridor" through the Arctic 
should be established, Jim 
Bohlen, vice-president of the 
Sierra Club of B.C. told the 
Colonist from Vancouver. 

"It won’t do to build a 
pipeline Just anywhere; if oil 
and other resources must be 
transported south from the 
Arctic, it should be done in an 


Restored

Welcomed 


The director of the Greater

Service Cut 

The use of the all-day 50- 
cent bus pass on Sundays and 
holidays was discontinued 
Feb. 13 when B.C. Hydro and 
Power Authority Chairman 
Gordon Shrum announced a 
cut-back on route service to 
take place in Victoria March 
12 . 

Since then there have been 
several protests about the bus- 
pass elimination, some of 
them made in the provincial 
Legislature. 

On Monday Shrum an¬ 
nounced that passes will be 
restored effective Feb. 28 in 
Vancouver and Victoria. 

Decision Held 

He told reporters after a 
Hydro director's meeting in 
Vancouver that although the 
passes apply to all persons, 
the directors' decision was 
influenced particularly by re¬ 
presentations from old-age 
pensioners and low-income 
groups. 

He said the directors also 
decided there will be no 
increase in transit fares pend¬ 
ing a stiidy of the effects of 
recent service reductions in 
computing Hydro's transit 
operating deficit. 


area where any type of 
transport causes the least 
possible damage to the 
ecology," Bohlen said. 

'“Hie Canadian government 
is working on a survey of 
what effects pipelines will 
have on the ecology; the 
results of that survey won’t 
be known for at least two 
years and until then the use 
of pipelines remains an unac¬ 
ceptable alternative to oil 
tankers,” he said. 

A transportation corridor 
should run from wherever the 
resources originate to a point 
were "special Arctic condi¬ 
tions" end,'he said. 

"Generally, that area is the 
tree line, but in some cases, 
it goes south of the tree line,” 
Bohlen said. 

If an area could be found 
where no lasting damage 
would be inflicted on the 
tundra, he said, installation of 
oil and gas pipelines and 
construction of roads should 
be restricted to that corridor. 

Bohlen said the Sierra Club 
also urges B.C. residents to 
voice their protest against the 
proposed use erf tankers to 
transport oil along the west 
coast and into Puget Sound, 
by tearing up their gasoline 
credit cards. 

"We are encouraging people 
to destroy their credit cards, 
and send them to the oil 
companies in some suitable 
container — like a can of 
dirty oil," he said. 

Meanwhile, members o f 
Saanich and the Island New 
Democratic Party have pro¬ 
tested "i n the strongest 
terms” the shipping of oil 
from Alaska to Washington by 
tahker. 

In a message to Roger 
Morton, U.S. Secretary of the 
Interior, the association said: 
"We feel that the ecological 
disaster which would be 
caused by the sinking of a 
tanker far exceeds any bene¬ 
fit the oil could bring to tha 
people of the United States.”
